REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1927 


In  presenting  this  the  43rd  Annual  Report  of  the  Market 
Harborough  Cottage  Hospital  and  Nursing  Association,  the  Executive 
Committee  desire  to  express  their  most  cordial  thanks  for  the  support 
that  has  been  given  them  in  their  endeavours  to  render  the  Hospital 
as  efficient  a  unit  as  it  is  capable  of  being  under  its  present  conditions. 
They  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
during  the  past  year  has  been  even  greater  than  that  of  the  previous 
year,  for  the  number  of  patients  that  have  been  received  into  the 
Hospital  during  1927  is  430  ;  in  1926  it  was  407,  in  1923,  202  ;  but 
it  is  scarcely  probable  and  indeed  hardly  possible  that  this  figure  can 
be  exceeded.  In  addition  to  this  it  is  evident  that  the  X-Ray,  Electrical, 
and  Massage  Department  has  amply  justified  its  establishment  and 
is  meeting  a  real  need.  In  1926 — 2,488  treatments  were  given  ;  for 
1927  the  number  stands  at  3,241  —  an  increase  of  800,  or  nearly  30%. 

The  Committee  are  very  sensible  of  the  valuable  services 
rendered  to  the  Hospital  by  the  Doctors  of  the  Town,  not  only  by 
their  medical  and  surgical  abilities,  which  are  well  known,  but  by 
their  helpful  counsel  and  suggestions. 

In  the  Matron  (Miss  Else)  they  have  a  most  capable  and  hard¬ 
working  Head  of  the  Staff,  to  whose  devoted  and  tireless  nursing  more 
than  one  patient  owes  their  life,  and  they  thank  her  and  her  nurses  for 
their  efficient  work. 

The  Secretarial  duties  of  the  Hospital  are  quite  considerable, 
and  these  are  well  discharged  by  Miss  Strangward. 

Nurse  Feakin,  the  District  Nurse  left  in  December  in  order  to 
take  up  a  course  of  training  for  an  additional  Certificate  ;  her  place 
has  been  taken  by  Nurse  Johnson,  who  has  been  on  the  Hospital 
Staff  for  nearly  two  years,  and  who  is  discharging  her  duties  in  a  most 
satisfactory  manner.  The  Masseuse,  Nurse  West,  left  in  August  to 
go  abroad,  and  her  place  has  been  taken  by  Nurse  Cox. 

In  financial  matters  the  Hospital  is  in  no  very  different  circum¬ 
stances  from  the  previous  year  :  the  Balance  on  January  1st,  1927 
being  ^147  :  on  December  31st  ^110. 

That  there  was  a  credit  balance  at  all  was  very  largely  due  to 
the  local  Toe  H  group,  who,  by  a  magnificent  Carnival  most 
excellently  organised,  handed  over  ^20 1  10s.  for  the  benefit  of  the 

Hospital.  Of  this  voluntary  effort  and  its  enormous  success  the 
Committee  cannot  speak  too  highly  or  too  gratefully.  They  thank 
Toe  H  and  their  helpers  most  warmly,  and  they  venture  to  hope  that 
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some  other  or  similar  help  may  be  forthcoming  in  1928,  for  the 
history  of  the  Hospital  during  the  last  two  years  shows  that  some  such 
effort,  bringing  in  about  ^200,  is  necessary  to  establish  the  financial 
stability  of  the  Hospital,  provided  other  sources  of  income  remain 
steady. 

Thus  in  1926  special  donations  were  : 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Haddon  p£no,  Hunt  Ball  ^75,  L.M.S.  Hospital 
Fund  ^50,  Lady  Locke  Elliott  ^17 — total  ^252,  Balance  for  the 
year  ^'147.  And  in  1927 — Toe  Id  201,  L.M.S.  Hospital  Fund  ^42 
— total  ^243.  Balance  for  the  year  ,£110. 

Egg  Day,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Cowley,  brought  in  4,281 
eggs  and  ^,4  12s.  3d.  in  money,  with  which  new  chairs  for  the 

private  wards  were  bought. 

Pound  Day  was  particularly  successful,  ^102  13s.  7d.  being 

given  in  cash,  and  large  quantities  of  “  pounds  ”  of  various  sorts  being 
received  from  many  kind  donors.  Mrs.  Flint  and  Mrs.  Sedgley 
attended  to  receive  the  gifts,  for  all  of  which  the  Committee  express 
their  gratitude  and  appreciation.  This  effort  is  due  to  the  enterprise 
and  energy  of  Lady  Beatrix  Stanley,  and  as  last  year’s  total  was  ^96, 
and  the  previous  year’s  ^86,  she  is  much  to  be  congratulated  on  this 
outstanding  success. 

The  Church  and  Chapel  collections  stand  at  about  the  same 
amount  as  in  previous  years,  and  for  this  continued  support  the 
Committee  are  most  thankful. 

The  Cottage  Hospital  and  its  fortunes  :  the  Committee  and 
their  aims  and  hopes  and  plans  have  lately  been  much  in  the  minds  of 
the  Townspeople  and  neighbours  on  account  of  the  Committee’s 
proposals  to  move  the  Hospital  to  Hill  Crest.  The  idea  of 
“  Extension  ”  has  been  before  the  public  for  some  time  :  to  it  the 
Committee  had  given  much  thought,  and  they  finally  produced  a 
scheme  that  seemed  to  them  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town 
and  towards  which  they  had  already  received  a  great  measure 
of  financial  support.  This  report  does  not  propose  to  re-open  a  matter 
on  which  there  has  been  ample  opportunity  for  public  discussion. 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  Committee  were  of  opinion  that  there  was  not 
sufficient  support  of  their  scheme  by  those,  who  maintain  the  Hospital 
and  by  those  to  whom  it  ministers,  to  warrant  their  proceeding  any 
further  with  their  project  :  and  the  Committee  would  take  this 
opportunity  of  expressing  their  very  deep  sense  of  obligation  to  those 
who,  by  generous  promises  of  remarkable  munificence,  enabled  the 
Committee  to  set  out  a  plan  that  was  financially  practicable.
